trict in downtown Upland. 

It is up to the Upland coun- 


cilmen, to give the’ final answer 
on whether the district shall be 


formed. We are very optimistic 
about its future.— even though 
right at the moment the pro- 
ceedings are bogged down in 
delays due to the recent state 
order changing the assessments. 
The delay is in no way occasion- 
ed by any change in attitude 
among local people nor is there 
any change in the need for the 
proposal. 

It may be six weeks or more 
before a final engineering re- 
port is filed with the Upland 
councilmen. Otherwise, this re- 
port would have been already 
in the council minutes. When the 
report is filed, the councilmen 
will begin a legal routine that 
will result in a series of public 
hearings. All interested persons 
will be privileged to express 
their views during the hearings. 
Then, at the conclusion, the 
councilmen will decide on wheth- 
er to form the district. 

So, the long drawn out 
proceedings are still very much 
alive, even though there are ad- 
ditional delays.

Nine cities and unincorporat- 
ed communities are served by 
| the new Upland high school. 
| A gldnce at the map showing 
the area served by the local 
indicates a wide area 
but the post office addresses 
of new students gives a many- 
city complexion to the student 
body. 

Citiés and areas listed in 
home addresses of students 
are Upland, Alta Loma, Cuca- 
monga, Etiwanda, Mt. Baldy, 


Ontario. Many students come 
from the Monte Vista district, 
an area served by Pomona, 
Ciaremont, Ontario and Chino 
post offices. 

Basically, the new high school 
serves the area north of tie 
San Bernardino freeway. To 
provide an adequate number 
of students here and to relieve 
the congestion at Chaffey high 
school, the local district tem- 
porarily extends west of Ben- 
son south to near the Chino 
city limits.

Loss to poultrymen in the Up- 
land, Alta Loma and Cucamonga 
district was very light. 

High temperatures auring re- 
cent days resulted in only a small 
percentage mortality among lo- 
cal poultry, according to reports 
yesterday. This is in contrast to 
the large losses suffered by some

poultrymen elsewhere in the 
southland. 
Several poultry plants with 


from 10,000 to 15,000 chickens 
lost from 25 to 100 hens although 
larger losses were reported by 
others. 

*G. H. Ellerbeck, 365 Central 
Ave., reported an eight per cent 
loss or a total of 600 hens, during 
the hot period. 

Equipped with electric pumps, 
the E. J. Moore poultry lant at 
1853 W. Arrow Hwy., reported a 
loss-of 70 hens. It so happens a 
‘shipment of 1,000 baby chickens 
arrived at the peak of the day 
recently. and while attendants 
were protecting these chicks, 70 
hens were suffocated in the heat. 

C. R. Metzger, with many 
thousands of chickens, said only 
a few were lost at his plant, 
1560 W. Arrow Hwy. Ralph Hunt. 
1817 W. Ninth St., lost 25 birds 
during the hot days. 

One of the largest poultry cen- | 
ters in the area is in Alta Loma 
but the higher elevation and use 
of automatic sprinkling systems 
and other temperature control- 
ling methods saved all but a few 
of the birds, it is reported.
